L. AURELIAN HYBRIDS—Flower Types contained in this group comprise three 
distinct forms as follows: 

CORONAS—Reflexed or recurved in varying degrees. Petals of medium width. 
Moderately tall plants producing flower heads excellent for cutting as well as garden 
decoration. 

FLARES—Large, wide flaring flowers intermediate in form between Trumpet and 
Recurved. A very distinct flower type with a brilliant color range. 

TRUMPETS—True Trumpet shaped flowers on medium to tall stems. The flowers 
are large and of heavy texture. 

The above three Types are subdivided into select color strains as offered in our 
list. The color strains are carefully selected at flowering time to eliminate any off colors 
or inferior blooms. 

In addition we offer several select clones in the Aurelian group and a strain of 
special select semi-bowl and semi-recurved types in pastel colors.

1957 INTRODUCTIONS 


L. DOMINION HYBRIDS—A new strain of lilies derived from stocks developed by 
Dr. E. F. Palmer. The original cross was made with an upright form of Henryi and a 
semi-trumpet nearly white Aurelian seedling. This is a balanced mixture of selected 
clones in pastel colors of light buff and apricot to creamy white. The large flowers are 
flat opening, lightly recurved at the petal tips, their excellent texture makes them very 
long lasting as cut flowers as well as for garden display. The plants are uniformly upright 
growers attaining a height of from 5 to 6 feet and when established will carry from 
eighteen to forty buds with as many as ten to fifteen open at once. Secondary buds 
are produced which prolong the flowering season from early July well into August. 


L. GOLDEN HARVEST HYBRID ““GOLDEN NUGGET’’—A very vigorous selec- 
tion, the heavy stems growing to a height of 6 to 8 feet. The large recurved flowers 
are produced in profusion—25 or more on established plants—and are lemon yellow 
lightly dotted reddish brown. The throat is sap green. One of the best true yellows we 
have found in this type of material. Late July and August flowering. 


L. KING WILLIAM—An erect stately plant from crosses made by Dr. E. F. Palmer 
involving the complex hybridizing of (Croceum x Umbellatum Mahogany x Tigrinum) 
x (Coronation x Brenda Watts). The semi-recurved flowers are of a bright bittersweet 
color, spotted mahogany and are outward facing. The stems rise 5 to 6 feet and carry 
a remarkable head of flowers, forty or more not being unusual. This lily has a very long 
season of bloom, lasting the entire month of July. Of easiest culture in a variety of 
soil conditions but best grown in a sunny situation. 


L. SPECIOSUM MAGNIFICUM DARKEST RED SELECTIONS—(Melpomene Type) 
A selected strain with dark crimson flowers edged white, approaching the true Melpo- 
mene in coloring. Far superior to usual stock offered as Melpomene. Same flowering 
time and height as Magnificum. 


L. WIGGINSII—A rare Pacific Coast native, probably the same as the lily originally 
offered by Mr. Carl Purdy as L. roezlii (yellow). Recurved yellow flowers somewhat 
larger than columbianum with which it has been confused. Purple or mahogany spots. 
Height 2 to 3 feet. Flowering early July. A true swamp lily in its native habitat in 
southern Oregon and northern California.
